This  inventory  of  Randolph  County  records  constitutes  a  part  of  the 
general  guide  to  the  county  archives  of  Indiana.    It  wP.s  prepared  for  the 
primary  purpose  of  furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and  the 
citizens  of  the  community  with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in  consulting 
the  county  records.    It  is  hopod  the  information  contained  in  these  volumes 
will  enoourage  county  officials  as  v:ell  as  the  general  publio  to  take  a 
greater  interest  in  continuod  improvement  of  methods  for  preservation  of 
public  records.    It  is  also  hoped  the  information  herein  presented  con- 
cerning the  records,  their  present  housing  and  care,  and  accommodations 
available  for  users,  will  provo  to  have  value  for  the  oitizens  and  publio

This  inventory  of  reoords  was  made  during  the  period  of  Llay  11  to 
July  9,  1936,  under  supervision  of  Samuel  J.  Kagan,  State  Director;  Mrs.

Editor.    The  field  workers  were  Earl  French  of  Richmond  andHershell 
Nash  of  Muncie.    Indispensable  cooperation  was  received  from  all  officials 
of  the  county  and  from  the  Works  Progress  Administration  offioials  to  , 
make  this  survey  successful. 

It  is  our  intention  to  present  a  complete,  oonciso  picture  of  the 
records  in  bibliographical  form.    This  inventory  is  preceded  by  a  number 
of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  forming 
the  background  and  basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  of  the  inventory 
are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  county,  while  the  bureaus  are 
arranged  in  groups  of  governing  boards,  judicial  agencies;  major  admin- 
istrative offices;  finanoial  agenoies;  and  educational,  health,  engineering. 
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and  miscellaneous  departments.    V.here  it  is  applicable,  natural  groupings 
under  subject  headings  are  made  within  the  bureau,  and  the  entries  are 
arranged  acoording  to  their  functional  sequence.    A  cross  reference  index 
following  the  inventory  will  help  the  reador  locate  rooords  with  -the 
least  effort.

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FOREWORD 

A  guide  to  county  and  township  records  in  Indiana  has  long  been 
needed  by  both  local  officials  and  the  general  public.    The  Works 
Progress  Administration  project  of  the  Historical  Records  Survey  is 
the  first  attempt  to  supply  this  need.    Few  more  useful  fields  of 
employment  could  have  been  found  than  the  survey  of  looal  and  State 
historical  records,  even  though  the  work  inevitably  presented  unusual 
difficulties.    The  completion  of  the  survey  of  historical  records  in 
Indiana  is  a  source  of  genuine  satisfaction. 

We  are  indebted  first  of  all  to  the  Yforks  Progress  Administration 
for  providing  for  the  survey  and  financing  it.     The  National  Director 
of  the  project,  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans,  assured  a  fruitful  product  of  the 
work  by  ably  outlining  it  and  drafting  the  forms  to  be  used  by  the 
field  workers  so  as  to  insure  the  greatest  oompleteness  with  the  least 
likelihood  of  errors.    He  and  his  assistants  have  done  all  that  was 
possible  for  this  nation-wide  survey.     Samuel  J.  Kagan,  State  Direotor 
of  Indiana,  deserves  great  credit  for  his  energy  and  ability  in 
organizing  the  office  and  field  foroes  which  have  carried  out  the  pro- 
ject.   To  assemble  and  organize  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons 
in  a  new  line  of  work  in  which  there  were  very  few  looal  precedents, 
and  to  complete  a  survey  of  the  oounty  reoords  in  all  the  ninety-two 
counties,  including  the  townships,  at  first,  seemed  almost  impossible 
of  accomplishment  within  a  year.

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1810-1936 

Randolph  County,  situated  in  tho  eastern  part  of  the  State,  is 
boundod  on  tho  north  by  Jay  County,  on  tho  west  by  Delavmre  and  Henry 
Counties,  on  tho  south  by  Wayne  County,  and  on  the  east  by  tho  State 
of  Ohio.     It  has  an  area  of  447  squaro  miles. 

This  county  is  one  of  tho  highest  sections  of  the  State,  generally 
level  or  rolling,  except  in  tho  southern  part  which  is  hilly  and 
characterized  by  three  woll-definod  ridges.    The  highost  point  of 
olovation  in  the  State  is  on  tho  middle  ridge  one  and  one  half  miles 
northwest  of  Elocningsport ,  between  Green's  Fork  and  L'artindale  Creek. 
The  roadbed  of  the  railroad  is  1,234.4  feet  abovo  sea  level  at  this 
point,  and  tho  hill3  on  the  east  ridge  are  almost  as  high.    The  southern 
part  of  the  county  forms  the  watershed  of  eastern  Indiana.    The  Mis3iss- 
inewa  and  White  Rivers  and  their  tributaries,  as  well  as  several  smaller 
streams,  flow  in  every  direction  from  the  summit,  providing  an  abundance 
of  water  for  agriculture  and  stock  raising. 

A  brief  picture  of  the  relationship  of  Indiana  to  the  history  of 
America  begins  with  the  landing  and  settlement  of  the  English  at  Jamestown 
in  1G07.    Tho  French  founded  Quebec  the  noxt  year  and  a  series  of  explor- 
ations to  the  west  and  down  the  Mississippi  River  by  La  Salle,  leading  to 
tho  establisliment — in  Indiana — of  trading  posts  at  Fort  Yfayne,  Lafayette, 
and  Vinconnes,  laid  tho  basis  for  the  claim  that  France  made  to  the 
whole  Mississippi  Valley.    Later  on,  economic  rivalry  between  France 
and  England  ovor  the  ownership  and  control  of  the  Mississippi 
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and  Ohio  valleys  resultod  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.    The  Fronoh  ' 
were  defeated  and  ceded  the  Mississippi  valloy  to  the  British  at  the 
Troaty  of  Paris,  February  10,  1763.     The  British  took  over  the  French 
posts  in  Indiana  and  elsewhere,  and  were  in  turn  defeated  during  the 
American  Revolution  at  Kaskaskia  and  Vinconno3  by  General  George 
Ropers  Clark.    The  territory  north  of  the  Ohio  River  was  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Virginia  until  1704,  when  it  was  ceded  to  the  United 
States  Govornnont,  which  named  it  the  Northwest  Territory,  Knox 
County,  v.'hich  included  all  the  present  State  of  Indiana,  was  organized 
in  1790,  and  Indiana  Territory  was  croated  ton  yoar3  later.  Indiana 
was  then  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State  in  1016. 

Yfhen  the  first  settlors  came,  there  were  many  Indians  in  Randolph 
County,  but  no  Indian  villagos.    Though  the  land  had  been  claimed  by 
the  Mianis,  Dolawaros,  and  other  lesser  tribes,  it  had  been  acquired 
by  the  United  Statos  Govornnont  by  treaties  of  purchase ,  prior  to 
settlement.     By  the  treaty  of  Groonville,  Ohio,  August  2,  1795,  the 
Indians  ceded  a  triangular  strip  of  land  lying  next  to  the  Ohio  border, 
and  the  Twelve  Mile  Purchase — 30  called  because  it  was  twelve  miles  in 
width — lying  wo3t  and  parallel  to  this  strip  was  obtained  by  the 
Troaty  of  Fort  Yfayne,  October  20,  1009.    The  remainder  of  the  territory 
within    tho  boundaries  of  Randolph  County  was  coded  by  the  Miami 
Confodcracy  to  the  United  States  Government  by  tho  Treaty  of  St. 
Mary's,  October  2-6,  1010,  and  was  known  as  tho  New  Purchase. 

The  territory  no;/  included  within  Randolph  County  was  settled  for 
tho  most  part  by  natives  of  North  Carolina,  mostly  Quakers  in  religious 
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faith.    Thomas  Parker,  tho  first  settler,  built  a  cabin  near  the 
prosont  tovm  of  Arba,  in  A;  ril  1814.    A  little  later  he  was  joined  by 
two  othor  pionoors  from  North  Carolina,  John  W.  Thomas,  and  Clarkson 
Wilcutts.    Ephraim  Bowon,  of  Maryland,  was  the  next  nowcomor — on 
Soptomber  22nd  of  tho  same  year,  he  settled  in  the  northern  part  of 
tho  area  now  included  within  Croon's  Fork  Township.     Somotirae  in  1G15, 
Ephraim  Ovorman,  with  his  wife  and  five  children,  came  to  the  Parker 
settlement  near  Arba  and  built  a  cabin.    Othor  settlers  who  came  from 
Uorth  Carolina  that  year  were  David  Bowles,  Jesse  Johnson,  James 
Fra^ior,  and  Jumes  Hodson.    Thoy  settled  near  Lynn  in  tho  southern 
part  of  tho  county.    Early  in  1016,  settlers  arrived  from  South  Carolina 
and  locatod  four  miles  west  of  the  present  site  of  Winchester .  They 
included  tho  four  Ways — Paul,  Henry,  "iVilliam,  and  Robert — and  William 
Diggs.    By  the  time  of  tho  election  in  1810,  it  is  estimated  that  there 
wore  100  fomilios  residing  within  the  boundaries  of  the  county. 

Randolph  County  v/as  formed  by  an  act  of  the  State  legislature  on 
January  10,  1813,  out  of  lands  attached  to  Wayno  County.  The 
boundaries  of  tho  newly- formed  county  wore  described  as  follows: 
"Beginning  at  the  state  of  Ohio  line,  where  the  line  that  divides  the 
fiftocnth  and  sixteenth  township  strikes  said  Ohio  lino;  thence  west 
with  said  township  lino  until  it  strikes  the  old  boundary;  thenoe  west- 
ward with  the  centre  line  of  the  18th  township  in  the  new  purchase  until 
it  strikes  tho  Indian  boundary;  thenoe  northward  with  said  boundary  line 
until  it  strikes  the  state  of  /o/hio  line;  thence  south  with  said  line 
to  the  place  of  beginning."     (Laws  of  Indiana,  1017-10  (special),  p.  10). 

On  January  20,  1020,  Randolph  County  was  enlarged  and  the  northern 
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lino  fir.od  at  the  Indian  boundary  laid  down  by  the  Treaty  of  St.  Mary's, 
Ootobor  2-G,  1010.    Tho  act  attaohed  to  Randolph  County  "all  that 
part  of  tho  aforesaid  new  purchase,  which  lies  east  of  a  due  north 
line,  dra.;n  from  tho  north  wost  corner  of  Randolph  county,  and  north, of 
...Randolph  county."     (Laws  of  Indiana,  1019-20,  pp.  95-96.) 

The  county  was  enlarged  again  and  extended  northward  to  the 
southern  line  of  Michigan  Torritory  by  an  act  of  December  23,  1020.  The 
law  providod  that  "all  that  part  of  tho  now  purchase  lately  acquired  from 
the  Indians  contained  in  the  following  boundaries,  to  Witt     Beginning  at 
the  south  west  corner  of  Randolph  county,  thonce  west  four  miles,  thence 
duo  north  until  it  strikes  the  northern  boundary  of  Indiana,  shall  from 
honceforth  form  and  constitute  a  part  of  tho  county  of  Randolph  in  as 
full  and  completo  a  manner  as  though  it  had  been  attached  to  and  formed 
a  part  of  said  county  at  the  time  of  its  formation."     (Laws  of  Indiana, 
1620-21,  pp.  117-18.) 

Randolph  County  was  roduced  to  its  present  size  by  an  act  of 
January  31,  1C24.    The  boundary  description  now  read:    "Beginning  at 
tho  Ohio  state  lino,  whore  tho  line  dividing  townships  fifteen  and  sixteen 
strikes  the  same;  thence  west  with  said  township  line,  until  it  strikes 
tho  old  Indian  boundary;  thence  to,  and  with  the  centre  line  of  town- 
ship oighteon,  to  tho  north-west  oornor  of  section  twenty,  in  township 
oi^htcen,  and  range  twelve  east  of  the  second  principal  meridian;  thenoe 
north  to  tho  line  dividing  townships  twenty-one  and  twenty-two;  thence 
east  to  the  Ohio  state  lino,  and  thence  with  said  state  lino  to  the 
Tlaoo  of  boginning."     (Rev.  Laws  of  Indiana,  1023-24,  p.  94.) 
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Tho  county  was  named  in  honor  of  Thomas  Randolph  who  was  killed  in 
tho  battle  of  Tippecanoo,  Novombor  7,  1C11. 

The  first  election  in  Randolph  County  was  held  in  August  1810, 
undor  tho  supervision  of  David  Wright,  who  had  been  appointod  organizing 
sheriff  by  Governor  Jennings.    Yfilliam  Edwards  and  John  Wright  were 
chosen  associate  judges;  David  Wright,  sheriff . and  Charles  Conway,  clerk 
and  recorder;  and  Eli  Overman,  Benjamin  Cox,  and  John  James,  county 
commissioners . 

Tho  first  meeting  of  the  commissi oners  was  held  the  same  month 
at  tho  cabin  of  Benjamin  Cox,  which  stood  on  the  river  east  of  the 
structuro  known  as  the  White  River  Church.    Tho  southern  part  of  the 
county  was . laid  out  into  two  townships--Crcensf ork  and  White  River — 
and  3tops  woro  taken  toward  tho  organization  of  those  smaller  units 
of  local  govornment.    At  the  present  time  there  are  twelve  townships 
in  Randolph  County:    Franklin,  Green,  Greensfork,  Jackson,  Monroe, 
Ilottlo  Creek,  Stony  Croek,  Ward,  Washington,  Wayne,  West  River,  and 
Whito  River. 

The  act  forming  tho  county  provided  for  locating  commissioners 
Whose  duty  was  to  select  a  county  soat.    They  met  on  the  first  l!onday 
of  September  1018,  at  the  cabin  of  Ephraim  Overman  and  selected  the 
present  site  of  Winchester.    Donations  of  land  for  tho  new  oounty 
soat  by  various  ownors  on  tho  site  of  Y/inchester  totaled  160  acres. 

The  first  term  of  Circuit  Court  held  in  tho  nowly  formed  county 
bogan  on  Octobor  12,  1316.  at  the  home  of  William  Y/ay  before  William 
Edward 3  and  John  Wright,  associate  judgos. 
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At  a  spocial  meeting  of  the  commissioners  in  December  1810,  the 
contract  for  tho  first  courthouse  was  let.     It  was  to  be  a  two-story- 
building,  constructed  of  hewn  logs  and  10  by  24  feet  in  size.  The 
oontraot  for  tho  socond  courthouse  was  let  in  1G2G,  but  it  wa3  not 
until  Soptombor  1,  1641,  that  it  wa3  accoptod  as  complete.    This  was 
a  two-story  brick  structure  forty  feet  square.     On  June  1G,  1875,  bids 
were  received  for  the  construction  of  tho  present  courthouse,  which 
was  completed  about  two  years  later.    AH  the  county  records  with  the 
excoption  of  those  from  1L20  to  November  1026,  are  intact. 

During  the  last  few  docades,  the  state  of  agriculture  in  Randolph 
County  has  exhibited  certain  trends  typical  of  predominantly  rural 
areas.    From  1910  to  1930  the  population  had  decreased  steadily.  This 
is  true  not  only  of  the  county  as  a  whole,  but  also  of  the  incorporated 
towns — Winchester,  Ridgoville,  Farmland,  Parker  City,  Bronson,  Modoo, 
Saratoga,  Lynn,  and  Union  City— although  tho  percentage  of  decrease 
lias  not  been  as  great  as  for  the  county  at  large. 

Until  1930  the  number  of  farms  and  farm  operators  also  decrea3od, 
and  consequently  there  was  an  increase  in  the  average  size  of  the 
farm,  together  with  a  decrease  in  the  total  numbor  of  acres  cultivated. 
The  rapid  rise  of  industry  and  the  accompanying  urbanization  of  the 
United  States,  especially  since  1090,  i,s  responsible  for  tho  drift 
away  from  small  towns  and  rural  areas.    This  depressed  condition  of 
agriculturo  was  reflected  in  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  full  owners 
of  farms  in  tho  county.     At  the  same  time  the  numbor  of  tenant  farmers 
docroased.    Another  significant  fact  is  the  enormous  decrease— over 
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half — in  tho  total  valuo  of  fam  land  and  buildings  in  tho  oounty. 

The  yoars  following  1930  havo  witnessed  a  reversal  of  this  prooese 
The  figuros  for  1935  rovoal  a  "back  to  the  land"  movoment  of  consider- 
able size  and  importance.    Tho  economic  crisis  hit  tho  urban  resident 
the  hardest |  and  unemployment  in  tho  cities  forced  many  people  to 
return  to  agriculture  for  a  livelihood.    The  numbor  of  farms,  farm 
operators,  and  acres  cultivated  approached  or  exceeded  the  1920 
figuros.     Ownership ,  both  in  full  and  in  part,  of  farms yand  tho  average 
size  of  farms  incroased,  as  woll  as  tho  numbor  of  tenant  farmers. 
The  total  valuo  of  farm  land  and  buildings  however  dropped  to  approx- 
imately one -third. 

Although  Randolph  County  i3  principally  a  rural  community,  it 
has  a  moderate  amount  of  industry  of  varied  nature.     Canning  factories, 
of  which  thore  are  soveral,  are  supplemented  by  tho  manufacture  of 
bottles  and  jars  for  food  products.    Thore  are  also  concerns  manu- 
facturing gloves  and  mittens,  motor-car  bodies  and  accessories,  musioal 
instrument  cases,  incubators,  and  screen  doors.

GOVnilTMEUTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 

Randolph  County,  with  its  oounty  seat  at  Y/inchester,  is  a  political 
subdivision  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative  purposes,  and 
holds,  therefore,  only  such  powers  of  looal  government  as  have  been 
prescribed  by  law.    Randolph  County  was  organized  by  an  aot  of  the  general 
assembly,  effective  August  10,  1818.     (Acts  1818.)    Its  present  form  of 
government,  as  it  functions  today,  is  the  result  of  its  development  under 
the  original  Constitution  of  181G,  the  present  constitution  adopted  in 
1851,  and  more  than  a  century  of  legislative  action. 

The  tendency  toward  centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  State 

authorities  has  taken  from  the  county  officials  many  of  their  powers  and 

o 

duties  and  has  greatly  lessened  the  soope  of  th$se  remaining.    In  the 
oldor  fields  of  finance,  roads,  and  education,  the  State's  supervision 
has  greatly  increased,  and  creation  of  newer  State  departments,  such  as 
police,  food  and  fire  inspection,  and  public  welfare,  has  caused  heavy 
erosion  of  local  responsibility  and  control. 

County  offices  fall  into  two  main  groups,  constitutional  and  legis- 
lative, depending  on  the  authority  under  which  they  exist  and  operate. 
The  offices  provided  for  in  the  present  Constitution  are  those  of  auditor, 
treasurer,  recorder,  surveyor,  sheriff,  coroner,  and  clerk  of  the  circuit 
oourt.    Two  other  of ficers— circuit  judge  and  prosecuting  attorney — belong 
legally  to  the  oircuit,  which  may  include  one  or  more  counties.  Court 
sessions  are  held  in  each  county,  and  records  are  kept  accordingly.  All 
other  offices  have  originated  in  legislative  enactment. 

EftCh  county  has  its  own  individual  ;-ovcrnr.cntal  sot-up.  Although 
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has  provided  nocossary  variations  for  counties,  by  classification  based 
chiefly  on  population.    Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously  oannot  be  governed 
by  the  same  system  or  number  of  officers.    Every  county  has  the  consti- 
tutional offices,  but  the  statutory  officers  vary  greatly  in  number, 
powers,  and  dutios.    The  latter  may  be  compulsory  in  all  oounties,  or 
they  nay  be  optional  and  therefore  established  in  only  a  few  instances j 
others  may  be  authorized  in  only  certain  classos  of  counties,  though, 
the  class  may  include  but  one  county. 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  States  of  the  Union  in  having  a  dual 
system  of  county  governing  boards.    Each  county  is  governed  by  a  board 
of  corTnissioners  and  a  county  council.    Their  duties,  with  technical 
distinctions,  are  enumerated  in  their  proper  plaoes  below. 

Administration 

The  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from  England  and 
the  American  colonies,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana  brought  their  customs 
and  laws.    It  began  under  the  laws  of  the  Northwest  Territory,  which 
provided  for  a  governing  body  oalled  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 
(Laws  of  Northwest  Territory,  Acts  1702,  ch.  5,  sec.  3.)    The  adminis- 
trative duties  were  executed  by  the  sheriff  (ibid.,  1788,  ch.  2,  seo.  C), 
clerk  (Ibid.,  ch.  2,  p.  11),  coroner  (ibid.,  ch.  9,  sec.  1),  recorder 
(Ibid.,  1795,  p.  102,  seo.  1).    Under  the  laws  of  Indiana  Territory  of 
1802,  the  office  of  county  surveyor  was  established.     (Laws  of  Indiana 
Territory,  1802,  ch.  1,  seo.  1.) 

At  the  organization  of  Randolph  County,  the  governing  body  was  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  and  the  administrative  duties  wore  executed 
by  the  treasurer,  recorder,  sheriff,  surveyor,  and  clerk,  under  the 
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authority  of  the  Constitution  of  181C  and  acts  of  the  general  assembly. 
The  office  of  auditor  was  created  by  an  aot  of  1041.     (Aots  1841,  ch,  2, 
sec.  1.)    At  the  constitutional  convention  in  1851,  the  Constitution  of 
181G  vras  thoroughly  revised,  and  became  the  Constitution  of  1851  which 
has,  with  some  alterations  by  later  amendments,  remained  the  Constitution 
of  Indiana. 

The  Constitution  of  1851  provides  for  the  election  of  a  clerk  of 
the  circuit  court,  who  keeps  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the 
courts  in  the  county;  an  auditor,  who  keeps  records-  of  county  finanoial 
matters  and  records  dealing  in  real  property  and  the  estates  of  private 
citizens;  a  recorder^  whose  duties  are  to  keep  a  record  of  every  conveyance 
or  other  instrument  entitled  and  required  by  law  to  be  recorded j  a  treasurer , 
who  receives  all  money  coming  to  the  county  and  keeps  a  record  of  samej 
a  sheriff,  who  is  conservator  of  the  peaoe  and  who  carries  out  court  orders j 
a  coroner,  who  investigates  violent  deaths  and  those  of  suspicious  circum- 
stances; and  a  survoyor,  who  preparos  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
improvement  of  public  works ,and  establishes  boundaries  for  public  and 
private  lands  and  since  1933  has  had  charge  of  drainage-  systems,  (ind. 
Const.,  Art.  G,  Sec.  2.)    Since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  the 
general  assembly  has  prescribed  the  establishment  of  additional  departments, 

The  present  leading  governing  body  of  the  county  is  the  board  of 
commissioners,  often  called  the  "county  board",  elected  for  a  term  of  three 
years.    The  board  provides  buildings  to  house  county  business,  furnishes 
public  squares  and  grounds,  audits  tho  accounts  of  county  offioers  who 
handle  money,  changes  boundaries  of  townships  as  it  sees  fit,  and  is  oharged 
with  the  maintenance  of  county  roads  and  highways.     (1  Ind,  Rev,  Stat,, 
1852,  ch.  20,  soo.  1;  Sec,  26-601,  Burns'  Ind,  Stat,  Ann,  1933.)  The 
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board  is  also  charged  with  many  specifio  duties  authorized  by  statutes 

aud  aro  either  mandatory  or  optional. 

f 

Anothor  governing  body  is  the  county  oounoil,  oreated  in  1899,  by 
statute,  to  act  a3  a  check-up  on  the  board  of  county  oommissioneraby 
controlling  the  financos  of  county  govornment.    This  council  oonsists 
of  sovon  mombors  who  are  elected  for  a  torm  of  four  years.    One  member 
is  elected  from  each  councilmanic  district  by  the  citizens  of  the  distriot 
and  three  members  are  elected  at  large  from  the  county.    The  county  auditor 
actoas  clerk  of  the  council.    The  council  has  power  to  fix  certain  tax 
rates,  the  exclusive  ric;ht  to  make  appropriations  out  of  the  county 
treasury,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of  money 
for  the  county.     (Aots  1899;  Sec.  26-501,  26-502,  26-515,  26-532;  Burns' 
Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 

In  1073,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  office  of  county  superintendent 
of  schools  was  created.    The  superintendent  is  elected  by  the  township 
trustees  and  serves  for  a  term  of  four  years.    His  duties  aro  specifically 
set  out  in  the  statutes,  and  ho  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  &tate 
board  of  public  instruction.     (Aots  1873,  1899;  Seo.  28-702,  Burns1  Ind. 
Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 

By  an  act  of  1873,  a  county  board  of  education  was  created.  The 
board  consists  of  the  oounty  superintendent  of  schools,  the  township 
trustees,  and  the  chairman  of  the  school  trustees  of  each  city  and  town 
of  the  oounty.    The  duties  of  the  board  are  to  consider  the  general  wants 
and  needs  of  the  schools  and  matters  relating  to  the  purchase  of  school 
furnituro,  books,  maps,  charts,  etc.     (Acts  1873;  Sec.  28-801,  Burns' 
Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 
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An  aot  of  1891  created  tho  office  of  health  commissioner,  vjho  is 
eleoted  by  the  county  commissioners  to  servo  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
It  is  his  duty  to  safeguard  tho  healtii  and  to  promote  sanitary  systems 
for  tho  oitizens  of  tho  county.    He  is  also  required  to  keep  rooords  of 
contagious  diseases,  births,  deaths,  and  marriages.     (Acts  1891;  Seo. 
35-108,  Burns1  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 

By  an  act  of  1891  the  office  of  county  assessor  was  oreated.  The 
assessor  is  elected  for  a  four-year  term.    His  duties  are  to  assess  omitted 
real  and  personal  property,  to  instruct  the  township  assessors,  to  carry 
out  tho  orders  of  the  State  tax  board,  and  to  aot  as  president  of  tho 
county  board  of  review.     (Acts  1891;  ch.  99.) 

An  act  of  1891  created  the  county  board  of  review,  whoso  members 
consist  of  the  county  assessor,  county  auditor,  and  county  treasurer. 
(Acts  1891;  ch.  99.)    This  act  -eras  amended  in  1919  to  include  two  free- 
holders of  opposite  political  parties  as  members  of  the  board.    The  duty 
of  this  board  is  to  equalize  unfair  assessments  on  real  and  personal 
property.     (Acts  1919;  Sec.  64-1201,  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 

In  1907,  a  legislative  act  oreated  a  county  board  of  finanoe,  con- 
sisting of  the  board  of  county  commissioners.    The  county  auditor  aots 
as  secretary.    This  board  has  the  custody  of  the  county  funds  and  seleots 
the  depositories.     (Acts  1907,  Seo.  61-606,  61-607;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat. 
Ann.  1933.)    The  general  assembly  of  1935  repealed  this  act  and  in  the 
same  session  revived  it  as  part  of  the  depository  aot,  reestablishing 
the  board  of  finanoe  practically  unaltered.     (Acts  1935;  Seo.  61-606, 
61-628,  61-631  to  61-639;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1936  Supplement.) 
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By  an  aot  of  1913,  the  legislature  made  provisions  for  the  creation 
of  the  office  of  agricultural  agent,  legally  termed  county  agent,  but 
oommonly  referred  to  by  the  descriptive  nomo.    Inasmuch  as  the  agent  of 
the  State  in  the  sale  of  State  lands  originally  vms  called  the  county 
agent,  the  popular  term  is  used  here.    The  act  provides  that  thi3  office 
may  come  into  existence  whonovor  a  certain  number  of  residents  of  the 
county  shall  potition  thorefor<|).    The  appointment  is  made  annually  by 
Purdue  University  and  ratified  by  the  county  board  of  education.  Upon 
proper  petition,  this  office  v/as  established  in  Randolph  County, 
December  16,  1913.    The  duties  of  the  county  agent  are  to  disseminate 
information  for  the  promotion  and  advancement  of  agrioulture,  horticulture, 
and  domostio  science.     (Acts  1913;  Sec.  28-4911;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann. 
1933.)    By  an  act  of  1931,  the  office  of  home  demonstration  agent  was 
created,  whose  work  is  supplemental  to  the  office  of  the  agricultural 
agent.     (Acts  1931;  Sec.  28-5627,  Burns'  Ind.  Stat,  Ann.  1933.) 

The  offioe  of  superintendent  of  highways,  established  in  1913,  was 
abolished  by  an  act  of  1933,  and  the  office  of  highway  supervisor  authorized. 
The  supervisor  is  appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners.    He  has  general 
supervision  of  all  county  highways,  roads  and  bridges.     (Acts  1933;  Sec. 
36-1110,  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 

In  1933  the  legislature  created  a  oounty  board  of  tax  adjustment. 
The  board  consists  of  one  member  of  the  oounty  council,  seleoted  by  the 
council,  and  six  members  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  oirouit  court. 
This  board  has  the  power,  as  it  deems  necessary,  to  revise,  to  ohange 
or  reduoe,  but  not  to  increase  any  tax  levy  or  any  corresponding  items 
of  the  budget  on  whioh  the  tax  levies  are  based.    (Acts  1933;  Seo.  64-304, 
Burns'  Ind,  Stat.  Ann.  1933.)

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The  county  board  of  public  welfare  was  created  by  an  aot  of  1936. 
The  board  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  four  years.    The  board  is  charged  with  the  admin- 
istration of  assistance  to  dopondent  children  in  their  own  homes,  to 
aged  porsons,  and  to  all  those  who  are  otherwise  handicapped.  (Acta 
193G;  Coo.  52-1117,  Eurns »  Ind.  Stat.  Pnn.  1936  Supplement.) 

Judioial 

The  judicial  system  of  Randolph  County,  as  of  other  Indiana  counties, 
is  prescribed  by  the  State  Constitution  and  the  subsequent  legislative 
enaotmonts  of  the  Indiana  Gonoral  Acr.^mbly.    The  Constitution  authorized 
and  directed  the  general  assembly  to  dividedinto  judicial  circuits  the 
whole  State  as  the  need  arose.    Randolph  County  form3  the  twenty-fifth 
circuit,  established  in  1901.     (Acts  1901;  Seo.  4-332,  Burns'  Ind.  Stat. 
Ann.  1933.)    Before  this  period,  Randolph  County  was  a  part  of  a  circuit 
to  which  another  oounty  was  attached.    The  Constitution  further  provides 
for  the  election  of  a  judgey  and  a  proseouting  attorney  for  eaoh  circuit, 
and  for  a  clerk  for  each  county  vdthin  a  circuit.     (Indiana  Const.,  Art. 
6,  Seo.  2;  Art.  7;  Sec.  9-11.)    The  circuit  court  has  jurisdiction  in 
all  criminal,  civil,  probate,  and  juvenile  cases,  and  hears  appeals 
from  lower  courts. 

In  1G52,  by  a  legislative  act  the  court  of  common  pleas  was  created, 
with  limited  jurisdiction.    The  oourt  continued  in  existenoe  until  it 
was  abolished  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  in  1873.    In  earlier  times, 
the  common  pleas  oourt  was  a  subdivision  of  the  cirouit  oourt  for  certain 
cause,  and  had  no  independent  existenoe.     (Acts  1852.) 
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Records  Syotem 

The  establishment  of  each  of  theso  offioes  oaused  the  beginning  of 
separate  records  a3  prosoribod  by  the  general  assembly  under  the  provisions 
for  each  respective  office.    In  many  of  the  smaller  offices  no  permanent 
records  have  been  kept;  therefore  no  survey  could  bo  made.    Randolph  County 
followed  its  ovai  form  of  accounting  until,  in  1909,  the  legislature 
established  the  state  board  of  accounts,  which  formulates,  prescribes, 
and  installs  systems  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  are  uniform  for 
every  public  office  of  the  same  class.     (Acts  1909;  Seo.  6-202,  Burns 1 
Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.)    Under  this  law  some  of  the  reoords  were  combined 
to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping.    The  law  also 
permits  the  use  of  bound  looseleaf  records  in  almost  all  cases  where  the 
records  are  typed.    The  quality  of  the  paper  and  ink  and  the  binding  and 
robinding  practices  are  left  to  the  judgmont  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  except  that  a  good  quality  is  required. 

V.honevor  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records  of 
any  office  from  mutilation,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  issues  an 
order  directing  the  offioer  in  charge'  to  cop"~y  and  transcribe  the  reoorda 
for  preservation.     (Acts  1888;  Seo.  26-634;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 

In  1925  a  law  was  passed  permitting  county  officials,  at  their 
discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  State  archives  bureau  for  permanent 
preservation,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original  papers, 
newspaper  files,  or  printed  books  and  material  not  in  current  use  in 
their  offices.     (Acts  1925;  Sec.  63-320;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933.) 
This  law  is  optional  and  has  been  ineffectual.    County  officials  are 
loath  to  part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer  used  and  in  spite  of 
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lack  of  storage  space,  for  fear  of  a  possible  oall  for  them.  Consequently, 
they  have  only  occasionally  availed  themsolves  of  this  provision  for 
pormanont  procorvation  of  their  old  records. 

The  Historical  Records  Survey  will,  in  due  time,  submit  sample  forms 
of  typos  of  records  now  in  use  in  the  sevoral  buroaus  of  county  government. 
From  a  study  of  those  forms  a  model  arrangemont  may  be  organized  for  the 
uniform  creation  of  public  records,  so  that  the  records  created  daily  may 
be  preserved  for  posterity. 
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Circles  represent  individual  officers.

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HOUSING  OF  RANDOLPH  COUNTY  PUBLIC  RECORDS 


Ln  Winchester «  Indiana,  Is  the  courthouse  of  Randolph  County,  a 
two-story  building  constructed  of  brick  trimmed  with  limestone.  The 
building  is  surrounded  by  a  well-kept  lavm  with  many  fine  trees  and  a 
large  dock  tov/er  rises  from  its  center.    Exclusive  of  the  tower,  the 
dimensions  of  the  building  are  140'  by  85'  by  60*;  the  tower  rises  36' 
higher.    In  the  basement  is  a  hall  whioh  serves  as  a  storage  room  for 
records;  on  the  first  floor  are  the  offices  of  the  commissioners,  the 
clerk,  the  recorder,  the  auditor,  the  assessor,  the  treasurer,  and  the 
highway  supervisor;  on  tho  second  floor  are  the  offices  of  the  sheriff, 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  surveyor,  and  the  agricultural  agent. 

Commissioners 

A  lar  -e,  well  lighted  office  on  tho  middle  of  the  south  side  of  the 
first  floor  is  occupied  by  the  commissioners .    In  this  room,  which  has  a 
wood  floor  and  plastered  coiling  and  walls,  are  housed  40/S  of  the  records 
of  the  commissioners  and  75?j  of  the  records  of  the  health  commissioner. 
These  consist  of  71'  of  bound  volumes  on  wooden  shelving  in  cabinets, 
allowing  24'  of  shelving  for  expansion.    The  room  is  well  ventilated,  and 
adequate  accommodations  aro  provided  for  users  of  the  records. 

County  Council  • 

Records  of  the  oounty  council  are  housed  in  the  auditor's  office  and 
the  basomcnt  storage  room  (q.  v.,  infra). 
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Clerk 

On  the  northeast  corner  of  the  first  floor  are  the  clerk's  office 
and  reoord  room,  the  former  moasuring  40*  by  36'  by  15',  and  the  latter 
14'  by  14'  by  15'.    Here  aro  the  records  of  all  the  courts.    Both  rooms 
are  iu  good  condition,  veil  lighted,  well  vontilated,  and  clean,  and 
both  havo  v:ood  floorc  and  plaster  walls  and  ceilings.    In  the  office  on 
wood  and  metal  shelving  are  960'  of  bound  volumoo  and  70'  of  unbound 
rocords  in  file  boxes  16"  deep,  no  space  for  expansion  being  available. 
Good  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records  arc  furnished  here.     In  the 
record  room  on  wood  shelving  are  600'  of  bound  volumes  and  1200'  of 
unbound  records  in  filo  boxes  12"  deep.    Here'  also  are  satisfactory 
accommodations  for  users,  but  there  is  no  space  here  for  expansion. 
Of  the  clerk's  records,  35^  are  housed  in  the  office,  40^  in  the  reoord 
room,  and  25'  in  tho  basement.    All  of  the  records  of  the  prosecutor 
are  housed  in  the  olerk's  office. 

Prosecutor 

The  prosocutor's  records  are  kept  in  the  olerk's  office  (q,v,,  supra)# 

Recorder 

The  recorder  occupies  two  rooms,  an  office  and  a  record  room,  on 
the  southwest  oorner  of  the  first  floor.    These  rooms  are  well  lighted 
and  well  ventilated  and  have  woodon  floors,  plaster  walls,  and  plaster 
ceilings.    The  offioe,  of  dimensions  34'  by  20'  by  15',  contains  90'  of 
wood  shelving  in  a  cabinot,  and  houses  80*  of  bound  volumes  and  8'  of 
unbound  records  in  file  boxes  12"  deep.    The  record  room,  about  three 
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fourths  the  size  of  the  office,  contains  900 1  of  steel  and  wood  shelving 
housing  part  of  the  reoords.    These  consist  of  1022'  of  bound  volumes 
and  3G'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxos  12"  deep,  records  which  are 
not  on  the  shelving  being  housod  on  a  counter.    There  is  space  here  for 
additional  sholving.    In  both  rooms,  good  accommodations  can  be  furnished 
to  persons  consulting  the  reoords.    All  the  records  of  the  recorder  are 
kept  in  these  two  rooms — 30/'  in  the  offico  and  70/'  in  the  record  room. 

Sheriff 

The  sheriff  has  two  offices— one  on  tho  south  side  of  the  seoond 
floor  of  the  courthouse,  and  one  on  the  first  floor  of  the  jail.  Both 
rooms  have  woodon  flooring  and  plastdr  walls  and  ceilings;  both  are 
well  lighted  and  well  ventilated  and  provide  good  accommodations  for 
users.    The  office  in  the  courthouse,  measuring  25'  by  12'  by  16', 
houses  OQ,''  of  the  sheriff's  rocords--4G'  of  bound  volumes  and  6'  of 
unbound  records  in  file  boxes  9"  deep.    Ten  per  cent  of  the  sheriff's 
reoords  are  in  the  jail  office;  these  consist  of  12'  of  bound  volumes. 
In  both  offices  the  present  shelving  is  adequate  and  allows  space  for 
future  records.    The  sheriff's  remaining  records,  10$  of  the  whole,  are 
in  tho -basement. 

■ 

Coroner 

The  coroner's  office  is  located  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Davis 
Building,  opposite-  the  courthouse.    This  office  is  of  moderate  size,  well 
lighted,  and  well  ventilated,  and  has  a  wood  floor,  plaster  ceiling,  and 
plaster  walls.    Twelve  feet,  of  shelving  house  9'  of  bound  volumes,  2Qffo 
of  the  coroner's  records.    Satisfactory  accommodations  for  users  of  t^o 
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rocords  are  provided  by  one  desk,  one  table,  and  four  chairs.    The  other 
80^  of  the  records  of  tho  coroner  are  housed  in  the  auditor's  office. 

Auditor 

A  large  office  3G'  by  30'  by  IS'  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  first 
floor  is  oocupied  by  the  auditor.    The  floor  in  this  office  is  wood  and 
the  walls  and  coiling  aro  plaster;  lighting,  ventilation,  and  aooommodations 
for  users  of  the  rocords  are  good,  and  the  office  is  equipped  with  900' 
of  shelving.    On  this  shelving  are  700'  of  bound  volumes  and  60*  of  unbound 
records  in  file  boxes  9"  doop,  thus  making  available  for  future  records 
140'  of  shelving.    Records  housed  in  this  office  comprise  70?$  of  the  records 
of  the  auditor;  all  the  records  of  the  board  of  review,  the  board  of  tax 
adjustment,  and  the    board  of  finance;  80$  each  of  the  records  of  the 
coroner  and  the  county  council;  307»  of  the  records  of  the  commissioner; 
and  15>j  of  the  records  of  the  highway  supervisor. 

Assessor 

The  assessor's  office,  in  the  middle  of  the  north  side  of  the  first 
floor,  is  a  large,  well  lighted  room,  moasuring  30'  by  12'  by  18'.  The 
office  is  clean  and  has  a  wood  floor,  plaster  walls,  plaster  ceilings, 
and  good  ventilation  and  lighting.    All  but  10'  of  the  wood  shelving  are 
occupied  by  162'  of  bound  volumes  and  31  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes 
12"  deep.    This  is  sufficient  space  for  expansion,  since  only  records  of 
the  previous  three  years  are  housed  in  this  office.    Records  housed  in 
the  office  comprise  25^  of  the  assessor's  records,  the  other  75^  being 
stored  in  the  basement.

Records  of  the  board  of  finance  arc  likewise  housed  in  the  auditor's 
office  (q.  v.,  supra). 

Troasurer 

•    The  treasurer  oocupie3  the  northwest  corner  of  the  first  floor 
and  consists  of  an  office  and  a  record  room,  the  latter  about  one  third 
the  size  of  the  former.    The  office,  measuring  36'  by  24'  by  15',  houses 
on  wooden  shelving  328'  of  bound  volumes  and  24'  of  unbound  records  in 
file  boxes  9"  deep?    The  record  room  is  equipped  wi"th  80'  of  wooden 
shelving  on  v/hich  are  64'  of  bound  volumes.    There  is  no  space  for 
expansion  in  the  office,  but  sufficient  space  in  the  record  room;  both 
rooms  have  wooden  floors  and  plaster  walls  and  ceilings  and  are  well 
lighted  and  well  ventilated;  users  of  the  records  are  also  well  accom- 
modated in  both  offices.    The  office  contains  50}i,  the  record  room  20^, 
and  the  basement  30/S  of  the  treasurer's  reoords. 


Eoard  of  Education 


Records  of  the  board  of  education  are  kept  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  are  housed  in  his  office  (q.  v.,  infra).

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Superintendent  of  Schools 

A  large  office,  34'  by  14'  by  12*,  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
seoond  floor,  is  occupied  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  houses 
all  his  records  in  addition  to  those  of  the  board  of  education.    The  room 
lias  wooden  flooring  and  plaster  coiling  and  walls,  and  is  olean  and  well 
ventilated,  but  the  lighting  is  poor  and  the  room  is  crowded,  leaving  no 
space  for  future  records,    Rocords  housed  here  at  present  consist  of  64' 
of  bound  volumes  and  70'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  9M  deep. 
Accommodations  furnished  for  persons  consulting  the  records  are  satisfactory, 

Health  Commissioner 

Records  of  the  health  commissioner  are  located  in  the  incumbent's 
office  at  Saratoga,  in  the  county  nurse's  office  on  the  seoond  floor  of 
the  L'ayee  Building  at  Winchester,  and  in  the  commissioners*  office,    Th  e 
office  of  the  incumbent.  Or.  Spitler,  located  on  the  second  floor  o!f his 
residence,  measures  16'  by  14'  by  10',  and  has  a  wooden  floor,  plaster 
walls  and  plaster  ceiling.    The  office  is  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated 
and  is  equipped  wi"~th  5'  of  shelving  on  which  are  4'  of  bound  volumes--5/£ 
of  the  health  commissioner's  records.    The  county  nurse's  offioe  is  of 
approximately  the  same  size  and  construction  and  in  the  same  condition 
as  that  of  the  health  commissioner.    This  of f ice- houses  8f  of  bound 
volumes  and  12'  of  unbound  rocords  in  file  boxes  16"  deep,  leaving  4' 
of  shelving  unoccupied;  these  comprise  approximately  20f0  of  the  health 
commissioner's  records.    The  remainder  of  the  records— 75/^— are  housed 
in  the  commissioners'  office. 
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The  office  of  the  board  of  public  welfare  is  located  in  the  soutivwest 
corner  of  the  Davis  Building.    This  is  a  moderately  sized  office,  constructed 
with  wooden  flooring  and  plaster  walls  and  coiling.    Lighting  and  ventilation 
in  this  room  are  good,  and  the  accommodations  provided  for  users  of  the 
records  are  likewise  good.    All  the  records  of  the  board,  consisting  of 
12'  of  bound  volumes,  are  housed  here,  and  there  is  sufficient  space  from 
the  present  shelving  for  several  years  of  future  records. 

Surveyor 

On  the  southwest  corner  of  the  second  floor  is  the  offioe  of  the 
survoyor,  a  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated  room  whose  dimensions  are 
20'  by  14'  by  15',    The  floor  of  the  office  is  wood,  the  walls  and  ceiling 
are  plaster,  and  the  shelving  with  which  it  is  equipped  is  wood  and  metal. 
Thirty-eight  feet  of  bound  volumes  are  housed  in  this  room,  some  on 
shelving  and  some  on  desks  and  tables,  leaving  no  unoccupied  space  on 
the  present  shelving.    Twelve  feet  of  unbound  records  are  housed  in 
filing  cabinets,  in  which  also  there  is  no  space  for  expansion.  All 
the  surveyor's  reoords  are  housed  hero,  and  persons  consulting  the 
records  are  provided  with  good  accommodations. 

highway  Supervisor 

The  office  of  the  highway  supervisor  adjoins 'the  commissioners 1 
office  on  the  south  side  of  the  first  floor,  and  is  connected  with  it 
by  a  door.    The  office,  measuring  36'  by  12'  by  15 f,  is  clean,  well 
lighted,  and  well  ventilated,  and  has  a  wooden  floor  and  plaster  walls 
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and  ceiling.    Equipment,  "both  for  users  of  the  records  and  for  the  reoords 
themselves,  is  satisfactory.    A  wooden  cabinet  houses  20'  of  bound  volumes 
and  15'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  12"  deep,  allowing  some  3'  for 
oxpansion.    Of  tho  records  of  -»-he  highway  supervisor  75;"'  are  housed  in 
his  office,  15$  in  the  auditor's  office,  and  10$  in  the  basement. 

Agricultural  Agent 

The  agricultural  agent  occupies  a  moderately  sized  office  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  second  floor,  and  all  his  records  are  housed  there. 
Good  accommodations  are  furnished  in  this  room,  which  is  well  lighted  and 
well  ventilated,  constructed  with  wooden  flooring  and  plaster  walls  and 
ceiling,  and  equipped  with  12'  of  shelving  on  which  are  6'  of  bound  volumesj 
filing  cabinets  house  12'  of  unbound  records,  and  both  on  the  shelves  and 
in  the  filing  cabinets  th^ro  is  adequate  space  for  expansion. 

Basement 

A  hall  in  the  basement  has  been  equipped  with  shelving  and  now  serves 
as  a  storage  room  for  records.    The  flooring  of  this  storage  room  is 
concrete,  the  walls  are  concrete,  and  the  ceiling  is  wood.    The  ventilation 
is  poor,  the  lighting  is  poor,  the  temperature  is  uniformly  hot,  and 
varying  quantities  of  dust  and  dampness  are  present.    Shelving  is  completely 
occupied  by  1200'  of  bound  volumes  and  if  any  expansion  is  desired,  additional 
shelving  will  have  to  be  built.    This  room  contains  75%>  of  the  records  of 
the  assessor,  ZO%  each  of  the  reoords  of  the  auditor,  the  commissioners, 
and  the  treasurer,  25%  of  the  records  of  the  clerk,  20%  of  the  reoords 
of  the  county  counoil,  and  10%  each  of  the  reoords  of  the  sheriff  and 
the  highway  supervisor. 
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Review 

In  looking  over  these  offioes,  oertain  outstanding  oonditions  must 
inevitably  draw  the  reader's  attention.    Some  of  these  may  easily  be 
corrected;  others  are  not  so  readily  oorrectod,  and  the  problem  of  their 
correction,  being  one  on  which  we  cannot  pass,  is  left  to  the  officials 
and  the  citizens  of  the  county. 

The  clerk's  office  and  record  room  are  badly  crowded,  and  there  is 
no  space  for  additional  shelving.    It  has  been  suggested  that  another 
record  room  be  provided  for  the  clerk.    More  shelving  is  needed  in  the 
recordef  8  office,  where:  sufficient  spaoo  for  such  shelving  can  be 
obtained.    Additional  shelving  and  another  filing  oabinet  also  are 
nooded  in  the  surveyor's  office.    The  office  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools  is  crowded,  but  the  congestion  could  be  relieved  by  transferring 
early  records  to  the  basement;  this,  however,  does  not  seem  advisable 
until  conditions  in  the  basement  can  be  bettered.    These  oonditions 
have  already  been  listed,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  them; 
the  primary  need  in  the  basement  is  for  the  construction  of  additional 
shelving.    When  this  is  done,  the  most  insistent  need  will  be  filled, 
and  remedies  for  other  defects  can  be  contemplated. 
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The  style  Manual  of  the  United  States  Government  Printing  Offioe 
is  the  authority  followed  herein.
